The closest prior art Philbrick, teaches the reduction in cyst volumes for polycystic 
kidney disease in mice when they are given an extract containing Group B soyasaponins, 
which contains the entire group B subtypes namely, Ba, Bb, Be and Bd. The method of 
treating polycystic kidney disease comprising administering a composition comprising an 
effective amount of purified Soyasaponin Bb as the sole active ingredient as instantly 
claimed is neither taught or fairly suggested by the prior art.
